was threatened. 
No General Relief In Sight 
Cleveland seemed alm ost as hard 
hit as central Ohio. 
A trickle of 
rain fell there yesterday, but it was 
the first since June 23. Other n o rth ­ 
ern Ohio communities also reported 
show ers yesterday. 
John W. Baker, C incinnati area 
war m anpow er commissioner, said 
many farm ers, their crops destroyed, 
had sought jobs in the city. 
Tem peratures throughout the state 
ranged generally in the high 90’s 
yesterday. 
It was 99 in Columba* 
and Springfield; Cleveland had 95, 
Toledo 93, Youngstown 96 and Day­ 
ton 94. 
C incinnati 
reported the 
day's high—1 0 1 .2 degrees. 
There was no general relief in 
sight, the w eather bureau said.
